There was a glad home-coming of | 


fifteen people to Quiacy township, ! 
Franklin county last week. 
A year i 


ago eight persons, ^vith seven children, j 
left Toiastown for Utah. 
They had i 


imbibed the doctrines of "the Mormon i 
from missionaries who had visited their | 
homes and believed that the Mormon 
religion and the Morraoa country 
would speedily better their spiritual 
and physical beings. They sold at a 
sacrifice all their property in Franklin 
countjr and went to Utah. 


Stephen McFerren was the leader 


and w>:h him went his family and his 
friends. Last Wednesday Mr. McFer- 
ren led his little band of followers back 
to Tomstown, poorer in every way than 
when they had kit Quincy township, 
but determined never more to leave it 
at the instigation of Mormon mission- 
air ies. In Utah they were assigned to 
a home in a valley between mountains 
so high that the sun shone upon their 
dwelling but four hours in a day. The 
land there the}- found as productive as 
in Quincy township, bur the cost of 
living was three or four times as great. 


Wedded on the Fair Grog's/ids. 
Twenty-five thousand people wit- 


nessed the marriage Thursday on the 
Fair ground at Frederick of Jacob 
Knode, a young farm laborer, and 
Eila Grazer, the daughter ot a farmer 
of Frederick county. 
The Rev. James 


Stephenson, rector of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, Linganore parish, 
Frederick county, filed a protest against

Primus Jones (colored) was killed 


Sunday morning at Surnpter, S. C. 
A protracted meeting was being held 
by the negroes at Beulah church and 
the greatest excitement prevailed. 
It 


was at first reported that Primus had 
been offered as a sacrifice to the Holy 
Ghost because of his incredulity. 
De- 


puty Coroner Norris held an inquest^at 
the church. The testimony showed 
that in perfect frenzy of fanaticism, 
Jones was killed by Rev. A. H. Du- 
rant, the negro pastor, and one Rich- 
ard Campbell, a prominent member of 
the church, because the deceased had 
expressed doubts about the supernatur- 
al power of Durant to kill and restore 
to life and that it was a test case, but 
the experiment failed. A large num- 
ber of Durant's congregation believed 
that he possessed supernatural power 
until his failure in the case. The find- 
ing was that Jones was killed and mur- 
dered by Richard Campbell and A. H. 
Durant. The prisoners are in jaiL 


The Supreme Court of Minnesota 


has rendered a decision of much inter- 
est to the business communit\', in de- 
claring that bank checks are not cash, 
and do not possess legal value as mon- 
ey until cashed. 
In other words, the 


giving of a check on a bank is not pay- 
ment, but only becomes so when the 
money^is received on it. The court 
holds that in accepting a check there 
is no legal presumption that the cred- 
itor takes it in absolute payment, but 
only conditional!}', or as a written ac- 
knowledgement of the debt. Where 
goods are sold for cash on delivery, and 
the purchaser renders payment in a 
check or his draft on his banker, such 
payment is only conditional, and the 
delivery of the goods, if made, is also 
conditional. If the check is dishonor- 
ed on presentation, the seller may re- 
take the goods for the purchase money, 
even from a third or innocent party, 
unless it can be shown that the seller 
has been guilty of such negligence as 
would stop him from recovering .in e- 
quity. 


Last week a two-year-old child of 


Mr. Jacob Ernst, residing along the 
Littlestown and Hanover turnpike in 
Union township, drank a bottle of 
teething syrup. The mother happily 
discovered it and immediately sent for 
Dr. E. K. Foreman of Littlestown. 
Great trouble was experienced in keep- 
ing the child awake, which was only 
accomplished by dashing water in its 
face. la this way the child was kept 
awake for a day and a half by which 
time the opium contained in the syrup, 
had lost its poisoning effects on the 
brain. 


An explosion occurred in the Besse- 


mere department of the Otis Steel 
Works at Cleveland, Ohio, Thursday 
morning, by which the building was 
badly wiecked and a score of men were 
more or less badly injured. The ex- 
plosion is supposed to have been caus- 
ed by the acccumulation of cold water 
in the flush pipes leaking into the con- 
verter. 
All but three of the men who 


were hurt were able to go to their homes, 
when their injuries were attended to. 
The three men who were fatally injured 
are in the hospital and are in a danger- 
ous condition. 


There was a panic at St. Stanislaus 


Roman Catholic church, on Noble St., 
Chicago, Friday morning. The pas- 
tor was conduct ingjan 8 o'clock ser- 
vice for children and the church was 
filled with little ones. While the service 
was in progress the altar draperies 
caught fire from one of the candles and 
3. panic ensued. In the wild rush a- 
bout twenty of the children were crush- 
ed and trampled on and some of them 
received injuries which, it is feared will 
prove fatal.

during which the alleged thief was 
pounced upon by three Huns, besides 
being beaten unmercifully with fists, 
was hacked in several places with a 
hatchet.

in an indictment against Captain Cof- 
fee, of Chicago, for sending a challenge 
to Horace Allis, of that city, to fight a 
duel. 


The number of new names register- 


ed in Chicago on Tuesday in prepara- 
tion for the corni Eg election was 25,- 
708, against a new name registration 
of 25^210 last Marca. This makes 
over 200,000 names on the registry 
lists. 


Paris is horrified at what seems to 


be a suicide epidemic. For sometime 
past as many as twelve to eighteen 
suicides have been reported daily.

Black's School house, near Littlestown, 
while chopping wood, one day last 
week, had the misfortune of having a 
limb fly up and strike him on the bridge 
of the nose, completely mashing it. 


The magnificent Leland Hotel, at 


Syracuse, the most modern and finest 
appointed hotel in Central New York 
was burned Thursday morning, entail- 
ing a loss of Si25,000. The hotel cost 
£80,000. 
The furniture was all de- 


stroyed. 
There is considerable loss by 


the American Express Company on its 
buildings and express matter. Indi- 
vidual inmates of the hotel lost heavily 
in personal effects. 
Eight persons 


were burned to death, three guests and 
five servants, and about thirty persons 
were severely injured. The fire was 
discovered at 12145 and in a half hour 
the hotel was burned to the ground. 


At the cheese factory in East Otto

Tired of 
Mormonism. 


There was a glad home-coining of 
fifteen 
people 
to Quincy 
township, 
Franklin county last week. 
A year 
ago eight persons, with seven children, 
left Tomstown for Utah, 
They had 
imbibed the doctrines o f the Mormon 
from missionaries who had visited their 
homes and believed that the Mormon 
religion 
and 
the 
Mormon 
country 
would 
speedily better their spiritual 
and physical beings. 
They sold at a 
sacrifice all their proj^erty in Franklin 
county and went to Utah. 


Stephen 
McFerren was the leader 
and with him went his family and his 
friends. 
Last Wednesday Mr, McFer- 
ren led his little band of followers back 
to Tomstown, poorer in every way than 
when they had lelt Quincy township, 
but determined never more to leave it 
at the instigation of Mormon mission- 
airies. 
In Utah they were assigned to 
a home in a valley between mountains 
so high that the sun shone upon their 
dwelling but four hours in a day. The 
land there they found as productive as 
in Quincy township, bur the cost of 
living was three or four times as great. 


Wedded on the Fair 
Grounds, 
Twenty-five thousand people 
wit- 
nessed the marriage Thursday on the 
Fair ground 
at Frederick of Jacob 
Knode, a young larni laborer, and 
Ella Grazer, the daughter 01 a farmer 
of Frederick county. 
The Rev. James 
Stephenson, rector of the Protestant 
Episcopal 
Church, Linganore parish, 
Frederick county, filed a protest against 
a "caricature oi one of the most sacred 
institutions of Christianity," and claim- 
ed Üi^ the directors of the Agricultur- 
who authorized the proceed- 
ing, liad not only humiliated all pious 
and gdodly people, but had degraded 
the- ideal of the family and lowered 
the moral, tone of the communify. The 
protest was, however, not heeded and 
the wedding ceremony was accompan- 
ied by all the din and noise that could 
be produced by twenty bands of music 
and the jests of the cfowd. 


The Supreme Court of 
Minnesota 
has rendered a decision of much inter- 
est to the business community, in de- 
claring that bank checks are not cash, 
and do not possess legal value as mon- 
ey until cashed. 
In other words, the 
giving oi a check on a bank is not pay- 
ment, but only becomes so when the 
money^,is received on 
it. 
The court 
holds that in accepting a check there 
is no legal presumption that the cred- 
itor takes it in absolute payment, but 
only conditionally, or as a written ac- 
knowledgement 
of the debt. 
Where 
goods are sold for cash on delivery, and 
the purchaser renders payment in a 
check or his drait on his banker, such 
payment is only conditional, and the 
delivery of the goods, if made, is also 
conditional. 
If the check is dishonor- 
ed on presentation, the seller may 
re- 
take the goods for the purchase money, 
even from a third or innocent party, 
unless it can be shown that the seller 
has been guilty of such negligence as 
would stop him from recovering .in e- 
quity. 


A n explosion occurred in the Besse- 
mere department 
of the Otis 
Steel 
Works at Cleveland, Ohio, Thursday 
morning, by which the building was 
badly wiecked and a score of men were 
more or less badly injured.

A Xoisy Fisfc. 


Afc a recent meeting of the Berlin Phys- 


iological Society Professor Moebins de- 
scribed a peculiar fish—wMch. he iadmet 
with, in Mauritius. While on a visit to 
that island last year he observed a bright, 
blue-colored fish in the waters of the har- 
bor, which, when caught and held in the 
hand, emitted from its interior a mosfc 
striking noise, like that of a drum. A 
careful examination of the creature failed 
to reveal any obvious movements, with 
the exception of one part of the skin ly- 
ing just beyond the gill-slit, wMch was 
in continuous vibration. 


The portion of the skin which vibrates j 


stretches from the clavicle to. the bron- j 
cMal arch; it is provided with four large « 
bony plates and lies over the swimblad- ! 
der, wMch in tMs fish, forthe most part, 
projects out of the trunk muscles. Be- 
hind the clavicle is a curiously shaped 
long bone, wMch is attached to the cla- 
vicle at one point in such a way as to 
form a lever with two arms. The long 
arm of this bony lever is imbedded in the 
ventral trunk muscles, and is capable of 
easy movement to and fro. The short 
arm slides during this movement over the 
rough, inner side of the clavicle, andgives 
rise to a crackling noise. This noise is j 
then .intensified by the swim bladder, 
wMch lies in close proximity to the short 
arm of the lever, and acts as a resonator.

tion in London took for his test the 
word "foam." and he proved by many 
interesting experiments that foaming, or 
frothing, is not possible with a liquid of 
pure constitution. Thus, pure water and 
pure alcohol will neither of them foam; 
but a mixture of water with five per 
cent, of alcohol will foam, strongly. 
Beer is, of course, a mixture of this 
character.

Dr. Gautrelet, of Vichy, claims to 
render smoking harmless by inserting in 
the pij>e or cigar holder a piece of cotton 
wool steeped in a five or ten ]>er cent, so- 
lution of pyrogallic acid. 


The largest tunnel over constructed in 
this country Is now being bored in the 
anthracite coal regions of Pennsylvania, 
to drain a large Iwdy of coal land now 
worthless on account of water. 


In the London (England) general post- 
office there are 230 electrical circuits fed 
by twenty-nine accumulators, which are 
charged once a month by the electric 
light dynamos.

Artificial musk is a new chemical pro- 
duct, with an odor to be distinguished 
from the real musk only by the expert. 
Very curiously, this odor is not possessed 
by a one per cent, alcoholic solution, 
but is only brought out by dilution with 
water. 
The new substance seems es- 
pecially suitable for perfuming soap. 


The rolling of cold steel wire is now 
accomplished with ease, and, instead of 
the wire becoming weakened by the pro- 
cess, practical tests have demonstrated 
that its tensile strength is nearly dou- 
bled. 
In other words, the 
tensile 
strength of hot-drawn steel wire is 5G,- 
460 pounds to the square inch, while that 
of cold-rolled steel wire is 105,800 
pounds. 


Wood stone is the name of a new com-' 
pound material composed of sawdust and 
calcined magnesia. 
The mixture, hav- 
ing been well worked up with water, is 
put into molds and pressed into what- 
ever shape may be desired. 
A scientific 
authority says it is incombustible and 
impermeable to water, is susceptible of a 
fine polish, and is adaptable to numer- 
ous uses. 


One of the pioneers of the electric 
launch strongly urges the extended use 
of this "buggy on the water" in Amer- 
ica, 
He describes its operation as the 
ideal of ease and simplicity, consisting, 
OS it does, practically of turning a switch 
and letting her go. 
The pilot can act 
at the same time as engineer, for he can 
start, stop or reverse in au instant. 
Everything about it is smooth, quiet and 
effective. 


Lord Rayleigh, the English scientist, 
in a recent lecture at the Royal Institu- 
tion in London took for his text the 
word ''foam," and he proved by many 
interesting experiments that foaming, or 
frothing, is not possible with a liquid of 
pure constitution. Thus, pure water and 
pure alcohol will neither of them foam; 
but a mixture of water with five per 
cent, of 
alcohol will foam, strongly. 
Beer is, of course, a mixture of this 
character.

(Death of Squire Melhorn. 


Tuesday evening as Squire D. J. A. 


Melhorn was returning to his home 
on Pitt street, and when he had al- 
most arrived there he was seized by 
a congestive chill, and upon arriving 
home he alarmed the neighbors by 
telling them he was dying. Mr. Mel- 
horn was carried to his bed by some 
of the neighbors who quickly congre- 
gated, while others hastened for med- 
ical assistance, but despite the fact 
that everything was done to relieve 
the sufferer, he died in less than half 
an. hour from the time he was attack- 
ed.

Sarah L. Bender-Alelhorn. to whom j 
he was married in 1861, died in April | 
of this year. Two sons were born to j 
them, but both died in their infancy, ] 
the first in 1882 and the second in 
1881, the latter dying in Ohio where 
the parents were visiting. Funeral 
services this (Fridaj-) morning in the 
Lutheran church at 9 o'clock: inter- 
ment in New Oxford Cemetery.

A Cavalryman Whose Fate Was JJifce 


Enocfa ArdLen's— Soldiers 
"Vfxong- 


y Branded, as Deserter. 


A Pension Office clerk recently gave 


to a correspondent of the Milwaukee Sun 
some incidents out of many -which cause 
lo his notice in that department. He 
«aid: 
"A Michigan cavalry man has recently 


secured a pension after a great deal of 
trouble. He was reported as having been 
.tilled in action, but turned up a few 
tears ago at a reunion of his regiment, 
like a ghost among his comrades, who 
had never heard a word abost him since 
the memorable battle when he was shot. 
He rode in the front lanks during the 
cavalry charge in the second battle of 
Bull Run, was shot from his horse at the 
beginning of the charge, and the whole 
le^iment passed over him. There was no 
doubt about his death and no surprise 
that his body was not found after the 
battle was over, because it was presumed 
that it could not be identified if found. 
There was no doubt in the minds of Ms 
Comrades that he had been trampled to 
pieces. 
"Well, he turned up among his 


comrades at the reunion of the regiment, 
and. told the story that he knew nothing 
until two or three months after the 
battle, when he found himself out in 
Michigan, being cared for by some stran- 
gers who had taken him in. He was a 
"complete physical wreck who had been 
twisted and torn out of all shape, as if he 
had been blown up by a boiler explosion 
and patched up afterward. He wandered 
about for sereral years, and finally visit- 
ing his former home found that his wife, 
believing him dead, had married again. 
He didn't trouble her at all, but contin- 
ued traveling about until he finally 
gained the friendship of a well to do 
man, and with him he made his home, 
finally marrying one of his daughters. 
After his appearance at the reunion of 
his -regiment he brought his case before 
the department, had his military record 
corrected, and ultimately secured a pen- 
sion. 


"One of the strangest incidents, how- 


ever," continued the official, "was the 
claim of the widow and mother of a col- 
ored soldier for a pension. The widow 
swore that her husband died in Tennes- 
see in 1862 of smallpoll. and that his 
mother was not living at the time of his 
death. The mother claimed that the 
man died in 1864 of smallpox in Ten- 
nessee, and that she had repeatedly seen 
Mm between '62 and '64, but that her 
son had never married. Both of the 
women were evidently swearing to the 
truth, so far as they understood it. The 
military record in the Adjutant-General's 
office showed that the man in question en- 
listed in that regiment and company, and 
died in. Tennessee of smallpox in 1864. 
There was a great deal of strong collat- 
eral evidence to show that he had died 
in 1862 of smallpox. It was finally as- 
certained that the man did die in 1S62 
"as claimed by his widow. In those times 
Tacancies in colored regiments were 
jSpeediiy filled by Sergeants, who expe- 
rienced" little difficulty in filling the 
ranks with ignorant colored men who 
would take the name of the deceased, no 
matter what it was. la this case the 
soldier who was originally enlisted died 
'in 1862; a new man was put in his place 
•'under the same name, and he died of the 
.smallpox two years later. There were 
.really two colored soldiers, one of whom 
.was mustered in and died in 1862, while 


(the other was not mustered in, but 
'served two years and died in 1864. Un- 
der the circumstances, of course, the 
-. widow of the man who died in 1862 got 
.a pension. The mother of the man who 
died in 1S64 got no pension, because her 
"son was never realiv mustered into the 
service. 


"There have been thousands of cases 


-where men were not deserters, who never 
did desert, nor never left the army. Thou- 
sands of fellows fell by the roadside, 
:were taken into field hospitals, sent 
•Xorth, recovered, returned to their 
regiments and served through the re- 
mainder of the war, who are reported as 
•deserters. The Sergeant of the com- 
pany failing to account for a man who 
.straggled from the ranks found it easier 
to out 'deserter' opposite his name than 
to look for him. At the end of the 
-month his name would be taken from 
-the rolls, a new Sergeant might be in 
charge of the company when he re- 
tarned, and then the mark of desertion 
would never be corrected until years 
after the war. when he would apply for 
a pension and find this record staring 
Mm in the face, greatly to Ms discredit 
and discomfiture. 


"There was a young man in to see me 


this morning — he is yet comparatively a 
young man — who was taken sick in 
front of Vicksburg, ia 1S63, while on 
the march from Champion Hills. He 
was in hospitals for several months and 
was in a lunatic asylum for over three 
years. 
"When he recovered his raason 


the war had closed, and he gave no at- 
tention to Ms military record until a few 
weeks ago, when he made application for 
a pension and found Mmself marked as a 
deserter. The poor fellow had fallen in 
line of duty, just as truly and heroically 
as though he had been in line of battle 
stricken down with a bullet. He is now- 
engaged in procuring evidence to prove 
the truth of his story, the result of 
which will be that his military record 
•will be corrected and he will get the 
jpensioa which is due him." 


—- A Fastens Kentucky Bo&d. 


The road I traveled was that great 


highway between Kentucky and the 
South which at various times within a 
hundred years has been known as the 
Wilderness Road, or the Cumberland 
Road, or the National Turnpike, or the 
"Kaiatuck Hog Road," as it was called 
bv the mountaineers. It is impossible to 
come upon this road without pausing, or 
to write of it without a tribute- It led 
from Baltimore over the mountains of 
Virginia through the great wilderness by 
Cumberland Gap. All roads below Phila- 
delphia converge at this gap, just as tbe 
buffalo and Indian trails had earlier con- 
verged, and just as many railroads are 
converging now. The improvement of 
tMs road became in time the pet scheme 
of the State Governments of Virginia and 
Kerxtuckv. Before the war millions of 
head of stock—horses, hogs, cattle, 
mules—were driven over it to the south- 
em markets; and thousands of vehicles, 
with families and servants and trunks, 
have somehow passed over it, coming 
northward over it into Kentuckr, or 
going southward on pleasure excursions. 
During the war vast commissary stores 
passed back and forth, following the 
movement of armies. But despite ail 
this—despite all that has been done to 
civilize it since Boone traced its course 
in 1790, this honored historic thorough- 
fare remains to-day as it was in the be- 
ginning, with all its sloughs and sands, 
its mud and holes, and jutting ledges of 
rock and loose bowlders, and twists and 
turns, and general total depravity. 


It is not surprising that whan the ori- 


ginal Keatuckians were settled on the 
blue-grass plateau they sternly set about 
the making of good roads, and to this 
dav remain, the best road builders in 
America. One such road was enough. 
They are said to have been notorious for 
profanity, those who came into Kentucky 
from this side. Naturally. Many were 
infidels—there are roads that make a man. 
lose faith. It is known that the more 
pious companies of them, as they traveled 
along, would now and then give up in 
despair, sit down, raise a hymn, and 
have prayers before they could go 
further. Perhaps one of the provoca- 
tions to homicide among the mountain 
peaple should be reckoned this road. I 
have seen two of the mildest of mea, 
after riding over it for a few hours, losft 
their temper and begin to fight—fight 
anything—fight their horses, fight ths 
flies, fight the cobwebs on their noses.— 
Harper's Magazine.

Oat 
of the confusion somebody managed to 
drag order and the wit was placed on 
the scaffold beside his accuser.

DRTXSG FJSUIT. 


Dried fruit is one of the by-products 


of the farm, and although it will not pay 
the farmer to hire labor to dry fruit, it 
•will pay to make arrangements in advance 
for it, so that members of the family can 
occupy their spare time in. tMs kind of 
•work." In this way a very considerable 
amount of fruit that otherwise might be 
bad can be turned into an article not 
quickly perishable, and for wMch a 
market can alwav be found, writes an 
OMo farmer. Good apple-parers should 
be provided for expediting the work, 
•wMch should be done in such a manner 
that the fruit when dried will be cleaa 
and attractive ia appearance. 
Nothing 


detracts so much from, its -value ia the 
eves of a purchsser as to find the pieces 
witii bits of core sticking to them and 
poorly pared - besides. I do not favor 
bleaching aav kind of fruit, whether it 
is dried in the ordinary way or evapor- 
ated quickly. If the fruit itself is good 
to begin with, I would give more for it 
for my own use when it has been slowly 
and cleanly dried than for that which, 
has been hurriedly evaporated and 
bleached with sulphur.

THE WJKTER WESDOW GARDES. 


The housewife who loves fiowers must 


now begin preparations for the stock 
wMeh shall bloom in the winter garden, 
during winter. Tais is done by making 
cuttings of such plants as may be de- 
sired. Geraniums of all kinds and. other 
soft-wooded plants may be started from 
cuttings made ia the summer. Indeed, 
the flower garden may be duplicated in 
the windows indoors through the winter 
if the right preparations are made now, 
and the garden may be restocked in the 
same way. Fuchsias, heliotropes, salvias, 
coleus, verbenas, bouvardias, and chrys- 
anthemums (and no other fiower than 
the last mentioned will oiler so much 
pleasure) may all be propagated in this 
way. Roses may also be added to the 
list. It is not that such plants may not 
he purchased from, the florists easily and 
cheaply, but the pleasure of growing 
them and rearing them, to pleasing and 
successful maturity is far greater and 
more satisfying than the mere possession 
of plants bought from the florists. Be- 
sides, home-grown plants are generally 
more robust and enduring than those 
forced under glass. Elsewhere will be 
fouan full instructions for growing plants 
from cuttings aad for their management 
up to the time for taking them indoors- 
Potted plants set out of doors will send 
their roots through the drainage opening 
of the pots, and when they are taken up 
the severance of these feeding roots will 
give a serious, if not fatal, check to the 
plants.—Nsw York Times.

ples and then remove cores and skins:

currant juice; when cold pour this all 
over the raspberries, and set on ice till 
mormnsr. 


Flannel Cakes—Oac quart of flour, 


one gill of cornmeal, four eggs, one ta- 
blespooaful of butter melted in a pint of 
fresh milk, salt to taste, aad two tea- 
spooafuls of baking powcler, or half a 
pint of sour cream and one level tea- 
spoonful of soda. The eggs must be 
beaten sepirately, very light.

quicklv, as vou would buckwheat cakes. 


Apple Shortkake—Make a crust as for 


baking powder biscuit; butter a pie tin, 
take a piece of the dough sufficient to 
press out with the hands to half an inch 
in thickness and the size of the tin;

aad lay oa the top of this, and bake. 
Prepare tart apples, as for sauce, adding

His fireman 
had left him. 
Springing from his seat 
behind the boiler Burns put on every 
ipound of steam and, opening his sand 
hox so as to get a firmer hold on the 
tail, the iron monster gave a snort and 
sprang forward, threw the truck and 
cut through freight car and other de- 
bris. 
Burns, with wonderful fortitude, 
held the lever, and the moment he had 
cleared the obstruction reversed his en- 
ffine and threw on the air brake. 
As 
the train entered the wreck the sides 
were torn out of thre6 ot the coaches. 
The screams of women rose high above 
the screeching ot the steam. Although 
the engine was dismantled brave en- 
gineer Burns emerged from the debris 
alive, but covered with scars and bruis- 
es.

The proper wa\- to make honey vin- 


- esar out of what might easily be wasted 
in anv well-conducted apiary, and even 
from the poorer grades of honey, which 
. are not usually in demand, may be found 


from the following paragraphs, which 
seem to have been written by one who 
knows. One pound of honey and one 
gallon of water are the proper propor- 
tions to make a good vinegar. That is, 
twenty-nine pounds of honey will make 
(water enough being added to fill a regu- 
lar thirtv-two gallon barrel) one barrel of 
-the best vinegar. The vessels used to 
make it in are common alcohol barrels 
which are found at drug stores. Saw 


v out one of the barrel-heads, and paint 
the outside, to prevent the iron-hoops 
from being destroyed by the vinegar, j 
The barrels and vinegar are kept in the 
' cellar, so covered with burlap as to keep 


the dust out and lee the air in. 


One year converts this water and honey 


Into the choicest vinegar. More age 
- -will make it sharper, but at one year old 
it is fine enough for any tlse. Sweetened 
water from washing honey drippings is 
the most common, waste of the apiary, 
. and to utilize it is presumed to be de- 
sirable matter in connection with honey 
vinegar. Still, with the low price of 
honey, bee-keepers may find a reason- 


- able outlet for some of their poor honey, 
- such as is unfit to sell as a luxury for 
- table use.—Form, Field and. Stockman.

In his address before the Ohio Bee- 


I keepers' Convention President Board- 
-jnan called attention to the universal ex- 


perience of Ohio apiarists during the 
past three years, in which the honey 
yields have steadily decreased. He next 
proceeded to prove that the decrease is 
•not dependent on the style, of hive, the 
race of bees, thick top bars, honey 
boards, green cages or the various other 
fixtures and conveniences iatroduced. 
" These are all well in their waj, but they 
-do sot produce honey. Among the 
- notable changes affecting the itoney yield 
. 3Ir. Boardman named the destruction of 
forest trees incident to the advance of 


- civilization. This destruction is more 
- effective with the loss of the basswood 


and the tulip tree or whitewood, both 
prolific in nectar for the bees. This de- 
.struction of the basswood, especially, the 
beekeepers are thoughtlessly encouraging 
bv the use of supplies made from that 
timber. 


The shortage of the Ohio honey crop 


was not, however, attributed entirely to 
-the cause mentioned. There are two

As soon as the corn 
is cut. and -while it is standing in stocks 
in the field, if I have time I like to start 
the plows on the land between, the rows 
of stocks, and finish plowing after the 
corn and stalks are removed. 


On strong land I put three horses on 


the plow and turn up a good, deejJ fur- 
row, and leave the subsoil -on top, -where 
it is exposed to the ameliorating action 
of the air and frosts of winter. 


Such fall-plowed land is cleaner and 


much more easily prepared for spring 
crops than if it had not been plowed.

plowing for corn, my practice is to plow 
iround the field, and thus avoid having 
dead furrows. But, in plowing in the 
fall for spring crops, I can, if necessary, 
make narrow lands, and, by connecting 
the dead furrows with the necessary out- 
lets, I can get rid of a large quantity of 
water in the early spring. These nar- 
row lands, by running a gang-plow so as 
to fill up the dead furrows, are easily 
leveled'down, and, by cross-harrowing 
•with an Acme or other harrow, the land 
caa soon be got ready for the drill. I 
drill in 150 to 200 pounds of superphos- 
phates with the barley and oats, and 
have reason to expect a good crop, and 
the land, after the oats or barley is har- 
vested, is in better condition for plow- 
ing for wheat than if it had not been 
well and deeply plowed the fall previous. 
—American Agriculturist.

(Death of Squire 
Mclhorn. 


Tuesday evening as Squire D. J^ A. 
Melhorn was returning to his homo 
on Pitt street, and when he had al- 
most arrived there he was seized by 
a congestive chill, and upon arriving 
home he alarmed the neighbors by 
telling them he was dying. 
Mr. Mel- 
horn was carried to bis bed by some

The report on Foreign Missions 
showed 
contributions 
aggregating 
$18,000, and an encouraging state of 
the work in Japan,where there are 26 
studeuts in the Theological Seminar}'', 
1190 members in the 9 churches and 
915 scholars in 40 Sunday Schools. 
The Japanese churches contributed 
for all purposes, $2,835.15. 


The home mission field is also be- 
ing actively cultivated, there being 26 
mission churches^ and the contribu- 
tions amounting to $33,500.

Dried fruit is one of tho by-products 
of the farm, and although it will not pay 
tho farmer to hire labor to dry fruit, it 
willpay to make arrangements in advance 
for it, so that members of the family can 
occupy their spare time in this kind of 
work. 
In this way a very considerable 
amount of fruit that otherwise might bo 
bad can be turned into an article not 
quickly perishable, and 
for which a 
market can alway be found, writes an 
Ohio farmer. 
Good apple-parers should 
be provided for expediting 
the work, 
which should be done in such a manner 
that the fruit when dried will be clean 
and attractive in appearance. 
Nothing 
detracts so much from its value in tho 
eyes of a purchaser as to find the 2)iece3 
with bits of core sticking to them and 
poorly pared • besides. 
I do not favor 
bleaching any kind of fruit, whether it 
is dried in tho ordinary way or evapor- 
ated quickly.

THE WINTER AVINDOW QAKDEX. 


The housewife who loves flowers must 
now begin preparations for the stock 
which shall bloom in the winter garden 
during winter. 
Tnis is done by making 
cuttings of such plants as may bo de- 
sired. 
Geraniums of all kinds and other 
soft-wooded plants may be started from 
cuttings made in the summer. 
Indeed, 
the flower garden may be duplicated in 
the windows indoors through the winter 
if the right preparations are made now, 
and the garden may be rcstocked in the 
same way. Fuchsia?, heliotropes, salvias, 
coleus, verbenas, bouvardias, and chrys- 
anthemums (and no other flower than 
the last mentioned will offer so much 
pleasure) may all be propagated ia this 
way. 
Roses may also be added to the 
list. 
It is not that such plants may not 
be purchased from the florists easily and 
cheaply, but the pleasure of growing 
them and rearing them to pleasing and 
successful maturity is far greater and 
more satisfying than the mere possession 
of plants bought from the florists. Be- 
sides, home-grown plants are generally 
more robust and enduring than those 
forced under glass. 
Elsewhere will bo 
found full instructions for growing plants 
from cuttings and for their management 
up to the time for taking them indoors. 
Potted plants set out of doors will send 
their roots through the drainage opening 
of the pots, and when they are taken up 
the severance of these fecdinij roots will 
give a serious, if n6t fatal, check to the 
plants,—New York Times.

. and cannot be weighted down, go over 
twico.

-enough to hoo take the cultivator, sot 
tho shovels one foot apart and go through 
them; or better set cultivator shovels 
into a long stick like a corn marker, one 
foot apart. 
At the end of eight or ten 
days go through the turnips again cross- 
ways and they are as good as ^aocd.

hundred bushels to the acre if the land is 
in good order. 
If not, put ten to lifteen 
liushels of hen manure on before harrow-

HONEY VINEGAU. 


The proper way to make honey vin- 


• egar out of what might easily be wasted 
in any well-conductcd apiary, and even 
from the poorer grades of honey, which 
. are not usually in demand, may be found 
from the following paragraphs, which 
seem to have been written by one who 
Jinows. 
One pound of honey and one 
gallon of water are the proper propor- 
tions to mako a good vinegar. 
That is, 
twenty-nine pounds of honey will mako 
(water enough being added to fill a regu- 
lar thirty-two gallon barrel) one barrel of 
•the best vinegar. 
Tho vessels used to 
make it in are common alcohol barrels 
which are found at drug stores. 
Saw 
v.out one of tho barrel-heads, and paint 
the outside, to prevent tho iron-hoops 
from being destroyed by the vinegar. 
The barrels and vinegar are kept in tho 
' cellar, so covered with burkp as to keep 
the dust out and lot tho air in. 


One year converts this water and honey 
into the choicest vinegar. 
Mora ago 
will make it sharper, but at one year old 
it is fine enough for any tise. Sweetened 
water from washing honey drippings is 
the most common waste of the apiary, 
. and to utilize it is presumed to be de- 
sirable matter in connection with honey 
vinegar. 
Still, with tho low price of 
honey, bee-keepers may find a reason- 
able outlet for some of their poor honey, 


• such as is unfit to sell as a luxury for 
tabic use.—Fatm^ Meld

by the use of supplies made from that 
timber. 


The shortage of tho Ohio lioney crop 
was not, however, attributed entirely to 
<the cause mentioned. 
There are two 
conditions necessary to successful honey 
production. 
These aro abundance of 
honey-producing bloom and favorable 
weather. 
Tho most important of these 
conditions, tho weather, is ono over 
which we have no control. There is in tho 
west, a vast domain whore these two 
favorable conditions nearly always exist 
during the honey season; where almost 
Ijerpetual sunshine and unbounded bloom 
combine to mako it a beekeepers' para- 
dise, 
It is where artificial irrigation is 
substituted for the natural rainfall and 
where the alfalfa clover grows in abun- 
-danco. 
This domain, Mr, 
Boardman 
predicted, will in the no distant future 
flow with honey; but as all cannot go 
west to seek this beekeepers* paradise, 
they were advised as follows: '»Turn 
your attention to improving tho flowers 
. and extending bee forage, 
I would rec- 
• ommend careful and patient experiment 
with alfalfa clover by beekeapers wher- 
. ever it will thrive. We have at all events 
a very near relation of this clover, and 
equally as good for honey I am certain. 
It grows luxuriantly on all kinds of soil, 
-even on our hardest, poorest clay. 
It is 
the much talked of sweet clover, 
I am 
deeply interested in this plant and have 
hopes of seeing farms devoted to its cul- 
tivation expressly for its honey, and with 
patient experience I should expect to see 
its rich foliage turned into beef and the 
ndairy products."—New York 
World, 


FALL PLOWING FOIt OATS AND BAELEV, 


Much has been written in favor of fall 
plowing in the American 
Agric^turUt^ 


writes Joseph Harris, but I learn by let- 
tors received from readers that there aro 
points not yet cleariy understood. 
In 
repeatedly advocating fall plowing, what 
was particularly in, mind was not sod 
land, but land on which a crop of corn, 
or potatoes, or beans, or roots had been 
grown, and which was intended for oats 
or barley in tho spring. 
Little or noth- 
ing was said about plowing sod laud in 
the fall; on my own farm—of late years, 
at any rate—I seldom, if ever, plow sod 
land in the fall, and that not from the- 
oretical reasons only, but bocanit* there 
is not time and because, further, sod 
laud can bo plowed in the spring at 
times when other land is too wet and 
sticky to work to advantage. 


It is of great importance to sow barley 
and oats early in tho spring. A few days 
diffcrenco in timo of sowing often makes 
all the difference betweon a good crop 
and a poor ono—and what a difference 
that is all experienced farmers know. 
It 
is not merely tho loss of all profit from 
our labors, but tho land is foul with 
weeds and in poor condition generally. 
My own land varies considerably in char- 
acter. 
Much of it is rolling land, the 
knolls being sandy, while the lower 
edges of the knolls arc moro or less 
clayey,and the valleys between tho knolls 
vary from a dark sand to a sandy loam 
and a clayey loam. 
Perhaps these terms 
do not convey a distinct meaning. 
All I 
wish to show 33 that the soil varies con- 
siderably and requires different methods 
of working. 
To get part of a field into 
good condition for oats or barely in the 
spring requires three or four times the la- 
bor required on other parts. 
i 
On such land as this (say a field that 
has been in corn the past season, and on 
which ono intends to sow oats in the 
spring) I find an immense 
advantage 
from fall plowing. 
As soon as tho corn 
is cut. and while it is standing instooks 
in tho field, if I have time I like to fetart 
the plows on the land between tho rows 
of stooks, and finish plowing after tho 
corn and stalks are rcmoved, 


On strong land I put three horses on 
the plow and turn up a good, deej> fur- 
row, and leave the subsoil -on top, where 
it is exposed to tho ameliorating action 
of tho air and frosts of winter. 


Such fall-plowed land is cleaner and 
much moro easily prepared for spring 
crops than if it had not been plowed. In 
plowing for corn, my practice is to plow 
around the field, and thus avoid having 
dead furrows. But, m plowing in tho 
fall for spring crops, I can, if necessary, 
make narrow lands, and, by connecting 
the dead furrows with the necessary out- 
lets, I can get rid of a large quantity of 
water in the early spring. 
These nar- 
row lands, by running a gang-plow so aa 
to fill up tho dead furrows, are easily 
leveled down, and, by cross-harrowing 
with an Acme or other harrow, the land 
can soon bo got ready for the drill, 
I 
drill in 150 to 200 pounds of superphos- 
phates with the barley and oats, and 
have reason to expect a good crop, and 
the land, after the oats or barley is har- 
vested, is in better condition for plow- 
ing for wheat than if it had not been 
well and deeply plowed the fall previous, 
—American

Select good seed corn early. 
Make a new strawberry bed. 
Fall plowing is now in order. 
Sheep need salt, and should be sup- 
plied regularly, once a week.

Thumb-and-finger pruning will save 
knife and flaw pruning later on, 


A good practice is to grow stock in 
summer and fatten it in tho winter. 


A mixture of pigs, corn and clover is 
recommended as a remedy for mortgage- 


Give your calves shelter from tho sun's 
rays, and all tho cold water they want to 
drink, 


Endivo should bo set out this month 
and kept well worked to induce a quick 
growth. 


Prepare a pile of suitable and well- 
rotted soil for potting tho winter supply 
of plants. 


Skillful use and proper caro would 
double tho cilectivo service of farm im- 
piements. 


Don't fool away timo trying to influ- 
ence SOX in breeding. 
None of tho rules 
work well, 


A 3harp knife or a pair of scissors is 
the proper thing with which to gather 
cucumbers. 


During tho hot, dry season it is com- 
mendable to mulch tlie newly set trees, 
shrubs and bushes. 


There aro fev/ crops that will respond 
as readily to thorough and frequent cul- 
tivation as late cabbage. 


By being careful not to let young 
calves gorge themselves you will seldom 
bo troubled by their having the scours, 
if their food is all right. 


There is no excuse for having a slov- 
enly yard of fowls. 
If a man has no 
timo to attend to his fowls, better tell 
him to sell them at once. 


Weeds aro bearing seeds • now, and 
but a short time is required for the 
seeds to ripen. Delay in getting rid of 
weeds means increased work next sea- 
son. 


It is the number of bushels that you 
harvest and not the number of acres that 
you go over to get it that determines 
your profit, 
liemember this wl^en pre- 
paring tho ground and seedmg it.
